DEATH LIST MAY GROW TO 60, 
San Diego, Cal, July 21.—{Special.}—One of 
the main boilers in the United States gun- 
boat Bennington, lying in San Diego harbor, 
exploded shortly before noon today, killing 
or maiming 134 among the 181 on board. 

Thirty-six men and Ensign Newman K. 
Perry are known to be dead, seventy-six 
wounded, and twenty-one missing. Many of 
the injured will die before morning. The 
total deaths ae thé result of the accident

Gunboat Is Beached. 
The gunboat wes badly shattered, agreat 


| bole being torn in the stern. It was beached 


to prevent sinking. The wann was due

Disaster Comes Without Warning. 
Steam was up, most of the men were on 


immediate | — when a deafening roar 
shook the earth for miles around. . 

The outburst was accompanied by a roar as 
of thunder and a shock that rocked vessels 


nearby. In an instant the air was filled with 
shrieks and bellows of pain from the wounded 
which could be heard ashore, and with flying 
fragments of human beings and pieces of the 
ship's superstructure. 
Maimed Sailors Fight in Water. 

The next moment bleeding sailors were 
fighting, crippled, in the water against death 
in only a less sudden form than that from 
which they had escaped, while rowboats, 


| sailboats, launches, and tugs were being 


driven to the rescue as fast as arms, wind, 
and steam could carry them. 

Most of the men on board were assembled 
| between decks, above the boilers, when the 
explosion occurred, Here is where’the most 
frightful slaughter took place. No one liv- 
ing has been able to describe what happened 
there, but vivid witnesses exist in the blood 
gmeared walls. It is from between decks 
that most of the dead bodies have been taken. 

Human Fragments Blown in Air.

On board 
The force of the explosion had torn a great 
hole in the starboard side of the ship and the 
vessel was already commencing to list. A 
section of the upper deck was carried away 
from stem to stern 
the entire ship, the after cabin and the vicin- 
ity of the ship adjacent to theexploded boiler 
resembling a charnel house. Over it all hung 
the great cloud of white smoke, which drifted 
slowly toward the Coronado shore. 

The shock of the explosion penetrated 
every section of the ship, blood and ashes 
being found as far as the stern of the cap- 
tain’s cabin. Portions of the upper deck 
were carried away and front damage was 
done in all sections. | 

Both officers and men who were not seri- 
ously injured acted heroically and promptly. 
Pumps were manned to keep the water from 
the upper compartments, the magazine 
flooded, and men fought their way through 
the steam into the darkened hold to search 
tor their comrades. In the worst danger, 
and when it was feared the ship would sink 
before it could be beached, the young officers 
and men stuck manfully to their posts. 

Hundreds Rush to Rescue. 

Hundreds of small craft which dotted the 
bay hurried to the rescue. The ferryboat 
Ramona was céming across to San Diego. 
Capt. Bertelsen immediately gave orders to

At the wharves 
preparations were speedily made for taking 
care of the injured in what by this time was 
seen to be a disaster of awful proportions. 


Pedestrians Staggered by Sight. 

‘Within half an hour from the time of the 
explosion ¢arriages, buggies, automobiles, 
tims toward the hospitals. 

The sight which met the eyes of hundreds 
along the street was one never to be forgotten. 
Wagons with a dozen wounded men were not 
rare. One had eight sitting or reeling against

Lacerated Flesh Exposed. 


3 Some of those whose bodies were bere, not 


injured in vital parts, but suffering the 
agonies of torn flesh, sat up with lacerated 
bodies exposed to the wind. One, whose arm 
was twisted and whose face and breast were 
covered with blood, looked at hie own hang- 
ing flesh and dropping blood and muttered 
only: My God! My God!” 
A. corps of ten men with blackened bodies 
were hurried through the street to places 
where bicod could be stanched, gaping 
wounds stitched, or more heroic treatment 
given. 
Work of Rescue Slow. 
Temporary quarters ashore were arranged 
for the wounded, and sixty citizens volun- 
teerer and hurried in launches to the relief 
ot those on the ill fated ship. Some of the 
volunteers were unable to stand the sicken- 
ing‘ aight which met thelr the 


nington. 

As fast as the wounded could be removed 
they were hurried in ambulances, carriages, 
wagons, and automobiles to the hospitals. 
For a long time the hot steam prevented ac- 
cess to the space between decks where most 
of the dead bodies lay, and it was not until 
late in the afternoon that the last were ro- 
moved from the boiler rooms, 

Several bodies were tightly wedinn in by 
a bulkhead and the woodwork had to be 
hewn away to free them. Most of the bodies 
yet unidentified have been mangled, most 
beyond hope of recognition. 

Dozen Bodies Wedged in Wreckage. 

The unharmed members of the crew are 
working under terrible difficulties to reach 
the boiler room and coal bunkers, where it 
is believed a dozen bodies are lying wedged 
in the wreckage or submerged in the water 
which filis that part of the vessel. 

Commander Young hurried to his ship as 
soon as the news of the explosion reached 
him and assummed charge of the rescue 
work. He had the airtight compartments 
closed to prevent the listing ship from sink- 
ing and the magazines flooded to avert fur-

CASES OF PLAGUE_IN LOUISIANA 


CITY CREATE ALARM. 


Alabama Promptly  +Quarantines 

Against an Persons from the State 
—Montgomery Frightened Over the 
Outlook and Criticises Executive 
for Lack of Haste—Will Inspect All 
Trains and Keep Out ‘Passengers 
and Personal 


Mo , Ala., July 21—[Special.}— 
“In view of the undoubted presence of yél- 
low fever in New Orleans, I recommend a 
state quarantine against all persons from 
that point.“ 

This was the telegram, received by Gov. 
Jelks this afternoon from Dr. Bonduarnt of 
the Alabama Medical association. 

Another telegram was received from Acting 
United States Assistant Surgeon Glennan, in 
which he certified the above. | 

There is much excitement in the city and 
criticism is being heaped upon the governor 
for not issuing his proclamation tonight. 

Tomorrow every train coming into Alabama 
from New Orleans will be inspected by quar- 
antine officers and no person or personal bag- 
gage from that point will be allowed to enter 
the state. 

The information here is that there are only 
a few cases there and that they are confined 
to two blocks. 


Three States Quarantine. 


New Orleans, La., July 21.—{Special. In 
consequence of the announcement made from 


New Orleans today by the Alabama health 


authorities that came here to investigate 
the report that yellow fever existed in the 
city, Texas, Mississippi, and Alabama have 
quarantined against New Orleans provision- 
Gov. Vardaman has taken personal 
charge of the Mississippi situation. 

There is little excitement, 
ation being regarded as accidental and 
ly to a speedy ending. 

Two Cases at Present. 


When asked concerning the decision 
reached by the Alabama authorities who 
came to New Orleans to investigate, Dr. 
Souchon, president of the state poard of 
health, said: 

“The Alabama authorities who came here 
have decided that two cases of-those they 
were shown are yellow fever. One of these 
is still alive, though moribund. The other is 
living and will recover. We did not admit, as 
yet, that the cases are yellow fever, but will 
await the diagnosis of an autopsy, which 
probably will be possible tomorrow. 

“There are two important facts to be re- 
membered in considering the situation. One 
ie that the Alabama quarantine is only 
against passengers, not against freight, and 
that the regular and most important freight 
traffic into Alabama and through Alabama, 
and all through passenger traffic will not be 
interfered with in the least. 


Infected Quarter Fumigated. 

“ Furthermore, the work of sanitation that 
will be carried on in the section where the 
cases were found will be vigorously prose- 
cuted, and after the expiration of a few 
weeks, if we report that the sanitation has 
progressed to a satisfactory end-—the fever 
being stamped out—the Alabama authori- 
ties will return, and if tney find the situa- 
tion it, will order the quezention re- 
moved. 

Dr. Quitman Kohnke of the city board of 
health, when asked about the situation last 
night, said: 

„ We will admit nothing until the autop- | 
sical investigations show that the cases are 
yellow. fever. -Certainly, I have seen noth- 
ing yet which I would take to justify me in 
announcing that the cases under investiga-. 
tion were yellow fever.

| Dalrymple has said he might feel it his 
duty to go to Glasgow, show the people a 
live Chicago alderman who believes with 
all his heart and soul in municipal owner- 
ship, and defend the maligned and fraduced 
council in which he has served 80 long. 


Obedient to a referendum vote, the team- 
sters’ strike has closed in an unconditional 
Surrender by the men. It continued 105 
days, involved about 5,000. teamsters, ab- 
sorbed in the guarding of nonunion drivers 
practically the entire city police force, plus 
one or two thousand specially employed po- 
licemen or deputy sheriffs, and occasioned 
violence leading directly or indirectly to a 
score of deaths and half a thousand injuries. 
It cost the public treasury about half a mil- 
lion dollars, the teamsters perhaps three- 
quarters of a million in wages and strike | 
benefits, and business houses several mil- 
lions. It caused an amount of business and 
personal inconvenience incapable of ap- 
praisement, and provoked a spirit of lawless- 
ness, violence, and bitterness whose social 
injury cannot be estimated. | 

The distinctive feature of this 
and costly contest is the sinister character 
of the whole affair. It was the first instance 
in Chicago of a great labor contest initiated 
solely and purely from corrupt and really 
undisclosed motives. 

Precisely what the real W were it 
le not yet; aod perhape never will be, Pes 
sible for an “ outsider ”’ to say with exact- 
ness and perfect certamty. Two things, 
however, are certain. The first is that it 
was not begun, as pretended, out of sym- 
pathy for and in behalf of the garment 
workers. The second is that few out- 
siders have any adequate appreciation of 
the adroit manipulations, the maze of half- 
truth charges and counter charges, the 
political calculations, business consider 
ations, and graft tactics which have char 
acterized this so-called industrial dispute.

They are, however, 
fatal to any permanent industrial health or

The strikers disputed the ce right 
of the city authorities to control the streets

If union leaders and fol- 
lowers ate prepared to admit that the streets 
are under all circumstances the property of 
the public, and that well behaved men,

They are 
responsible for the maintenance of peace 
and order and the preservation of the rights 
of the public to the free use of the streets.

MANUFACTURE OF 
SPURIOUS PICTURES. | 


{From the Pall Man Gazette. ] 

“ After hearing the evidence which you 
have put before me,” said my friend tlie 
connoisseur, in his most judicial tone, as we 
strolled out of his private picture gallery into 
the smoking room, I have not the slightest 
hesitation in saying that I ‘believe, nay, am 
certain, that his royal highness has been de- 
ceived. That Corot is a forgery, and, al- 
though I should not like to say the people 
Who persuaded him to buy it for the new 
Dublin Gallery of Modern Art knew it was 


‘one, I cannot help expressing my surprise 


at their ignorance... And you mean to tell 
me that four of your leading London experts 
still believe the canvas to be by the man who 
opened up the way for impressionism? Dear, 
dear me! That is sad! But these experts 
are the same all the world over. Really, at 
times I wonder why we picture buyers place 
80 much reliance upon their judgment.“ 
Such was the opinion which I received a 
few days ago in course of conversation with 
a Parisian gentleman who has at least twen- 


ty Corots in his gallery—genuine Corots, not 


the spurious works which are palmed off by 
dozens on wealthy Englishmen and Ameri- 
cans. I had called upon him to put him in 
possession of the facts connected with the 
controversy now being waged over the prince 
of Wales’ gift in the Dublin Gallery of Mod- 
ern Art, and had just explained that the 
supposed masterpiece was really a poor copy 
of a picture by Mészély in the Budapest 
museum when he delivered the above de- 
cisive judgment. Knowing the ways of pic- 
ture forgers, and having exposed the fraud- 
ulent practices of Parisian marchands-ex- 
perts in the June issue of the North American 
Review, his words did not surprise me in 
the least. Without having seen the Dublin 
“Corot,” any intelligent connoisseur, in 
spite of the letters which Messrs. Agnew, 
Buttery, Wallis, and Colnaghi have written 
to the London press, would have said the 
same. 
— ä 

Never has the traffic in spurious pictures 
been carried on on such extensive lines as it 
is today,” continued the picture lover, when 
we were comfortably seated in our easy 
chairs. “‘ Something will have to be done to 


put a stop to it, and Fm glad to see sugges- 


tions are being made with that object. Every 
picture that is painted nowadays should have 
a certificate signed by the artist in the pres- 
ence of official witnesses. That would bea 
tee of its authenticity and do much 
to prevent these picture forgers from carry- 
ing on their trade in works by living masters. 
As to works by painters of the past, the 
forgery of these should be prevented as 
much as possible by bringing in a more strin- 


gent law against falsifiers. The present law 


in France is badly in need of being amended. 
By the bye, I suppose you haveseen that the 
tenth chamber of the correctional tribunal 
is at present trying a number of these men? 
They are charged with forging pictures by 
Corot, Courbet, Chintreuil, Dupré, Théodore 
Rousseau, Diaz, Daubigny, Sisley, Willette, 
and others. The works were seized at the 


Hotel des Ventes, the official salesrooms in 
the Rue Drouot, and at their private resi- 


dences. Among them are three spurious 
Willettes. I was present when the ten pris- 
oners were charged with the offense, and I 
had the curiosity to listen to some of the evi- 
dence. It was most pathetic to hear what 
Willette had to say. He was the only living 
artist out of all those whose works had been 
forged, so he was naturally put into the 
witness box. As he spoke I could imagine

Every large city has its speciality in 
the manufacture of spurious works of art; 
the country districts, not yet discovered by 
the forger, constitute the safest hunting 
ground for the Englishman or American who 
does not wish to be swindled out of his money. 

Not many weeks ago the Journal of Paris 
published the following paragraph on this 
subject: Do our readers know that there 
exists in Paris a manufactory in which art- 
ists, receiving large salaries, copy the can- 
vases of our great masters? These pictures 
are sent to the United States, a high duty 
ia paid on them, and, being thus stamped 
as authentic, they are then sold for their 
weight in gold to American millionaires. In 
the galleries of one of these collectors can 
be seen quite a number of pictures, the origi- 
nals of which are either in Paris or tn the 
provinces.” The only change which need be 
made in this substantially true statement is 
this: the writer should have said “‘ a number 
of manufactortes,” for they simply swarm 
all over principally in the Montpar- 
nasse and Montmartre quarters of Paris. 

Some of these picture forgers are attach- 
ed to this or that dealer-expert—the man 


and his branches in London or New York; 
others supply the “trade” in general. Ziem, 
Henner, Chartes Jacques, Corot, Diag, Cour- 
bet, and Dupré are the artists whose works 
are most copied, but there is not an artist 
of any note who has not had his picture 
copied, often with variations. by these men.

OVER SULLIVAN. 


Washington Fighter Manages | 
to Stay Limit of Twenty 


CONTEST RATHER TAME. 


Referee heat Tt Was a “Stake 


Horse Against a Selling 
P ” 


Woodward's Pavilion, San Francisco, Cal., 
July 21.—Jimmy Britt is still the lightweight 
champion of the world. He was awarded the 
décision over Kid Sullivan tonight in a 
twenty round contest in which Britt was the 
bright and shining star. He outpointed Sul- 
Uvan in nearly every round, and, although 
he did not knock out the husky youngster 
from Washington he demonstrated beyond 
all doubt his superiority. As the referee said: 
“It was a stake horse against a selling 
plater.“ 

Britt gave a marvelous exhibition of scten- 
tific boxing. Hise generalship was perfect, 
and during the whole time Sullivan never 
landed an effective blow. The Washington 
man did little leading, and did most of his 
fighting in the clinches when he would play 
his right against Britt's ribs. Sullivan made 
a number of futile rushes, but Britt's clever 
footwork kept him out of danger, and a 
stralght left to the nose would straighten 
Sullivan up and stop his impetuosity. 


Britt Takes It Hasy. 

Britt was careful all through the fight, ae 
he said: “ Why should I, with my superior 
skill, mix it with a man like 8 „ who 
knows nothing except roughing it? If am 
confident I am his master at that game, but 
I had too much at stake to take a chance. 
Sullivan is a good, hard fighter, but he does 
not possess the necessary skill to make a 
champ 

Spectators, however, thought Britt should 
have sailed in and beaten his man in less 
than ten rounds. 

Al Herford, Sullivan's manager, said: It 


| was a good fight, and Britt earned the de- 


cision. Sullivan injured his hand in the tenth 
round, and that handicapped him a great 
deal. Sullivan says hie hand is broken.“ 

The general opinion was that if Sullivan 
had had four hands, and had not used them 
any better than he used his two hands, he 
could not have whipped Britt.” 


Sullivan Outclassed. 

Although Sullivan stayed the limit, he was 
outclassed all the way, and at no stage in the 
contest did it seem that he had a chance for 
victory. Britt practically had matters his 
own way, landing left and right at will, and 
using clever footwork to keep him away from 
danger. He jabbed the Washington fighter 
continually with his left, and early in the 
fight started the blood from Sullivan’s mouth. 
After this Sullvan's mouth was a target for 
Britt's jabs, and he was bleeding in almost 
every round, 

The W: n boy rushed the Californian 
around the ring repeatedly in several rounds, 
but he was wild in his deliveries and failed 
to connect. Britt was entirely too clever for 
the easterner, and in the first three rounds of 
the fight did all the leading, landing several 
good punches. Sullivan was up in the air, | 


and, though he made several efforts to con- 


nect with some part of his opponent's anat- 
omy, he could not reach a vulnerable spot, 
His much talked of right hand knockout 
biow was not in evidence, and at the end of 
the third session Britt hed a margin the ** 
ter of the milling. 
Opening Rounds Are Britt's. 

Sullivan showed to better advantage after 


this, and landed numerous punches which 


jarred Britt’s head back, but they did not 


have the necessary steam to upset the na- 


tive son.“ From the third to the tenth 
round the milling was slightly in favor of 
Britt, although Sullivan showed much im- 
provement and was not so wild. 

During the latter half of the contest Sulli- 
an, finding that Britt was too clever for him, 
made strenuous efforts to fight at close quar- 
ters, but the wily coast boy proved too shifty 
and refused to be drawn in close, easily 
avoiding the easterner’s well meant swings. 
Britt, in the meantime worked his favorite 
left jab to Sully’s face, evidently figuring on 
winning the fight on points and not taking 
any chances that might come through mix- 
ing it up. 

Last Round Is Fierce. 

In the final round the men went at it like 

wildcats. Sullivan forced, Britt around the

After he had the proposition partly 
gut yesterday afternoon, the corporation 
sounsel called Controller McGann into his 
ee and advised him that he proposed to 
adopt this new policy, and that he proposed 
to force it on the board of review in one way 
er another. 


Talks of Mandamus Proceedings. 

Mr. Lewis announced that as a first step he 
would approach the board through Attorney 
John O'Shaughnessy, his assistant, who rep- 
resents the city before the reviewers, or per- 
gonally, apd attempt persuasion. This fail- 
ing, he intimated a mandamus suit would be 
begun to foree the adoption of his idea. 

Mr. Lewis ees the complications which will 
result, zun gioats over them. In the first 
place, there is the question whether, the 
scheme being adopted, the taxing authorities 
could collect for three years or six years. In 
the one case the amount would be $312,000; 
in the Other, $645,000. If the statute of Um- 
itations works against the city as it would 
against private individuals, the former 
would be the figures.
